11.4.  Post  has  further  needs  in  developing  its  two  instructors.  Both 
have  years  of  experience  teaching  Arabic  to  foreigners  and  get 
good  reviews  from  our  students.  But  they  are  relatively 
unfamiliar  with  FSI ' s Arabic  teaching  program  and  could  benefit 
from  greater  awareness  of  FSI's  language  teaching  methods  (for 
example,  how  verbs  are  classified  at  FSI),  goals,  and  testing. 
Instructors  would  also  greatly  benefit  from  training  on  FSI 
intranet  and  web  language  teaching  resources. 

1[5 . Post  proposes  to  bring  one  experienced  language  instructor 
from  FSI/Tunis  to  Doha  to  train  post's  instructors.  PLO  will  work 
with  Tunis's  nominee  to  design  the  program.  Budget:  $1,900  for 
travel,  per  diem,  and  lodging  for  two  days.
